Conforming to the communist 
pattern of “justice” that has be- 
come wearisomely familiar to the 
world, the Budapest regime pro- 
duced what it termed a “confes- 
sion” made by the _ imprisoned 
Primate, His Eminence Josef Car- 
dinal Mindszenty, @nd announced 
that the “trial” would take place 
in the near future. 


Reports from Rome, based on 
statements by persons acquainted 
with communist police methods, 
point out the distinct possibility 
that this “confession,” if it is not a 
complete fabrication, has been ob- 
tained by the use of certain drugs 
which have the effect of weakening 
the nervous system and paralyzing 
the power of volition. 


It is an established fact that 
secret police in communist coun- 
tries have used drugs to extort 
“confessions” from prisoners, Ac- 
cording to reports from Vienna, 
Cardinal Mindszenty addressed a 
letter to the Hungarian Bishops a 
few days before he was arrested, 
telling them that he had taken part 
in no “conspiracy,” that he had 
made no confession and that he 
would never resign. He warned 
them not to attribute any value to 
any alleged “confessions,” even if 
they were authenticated by his own 
signature, and declared them null 
and void in advance, 


Other Vienna reports declare 
that. the Hungarian Primate “con- 
fessed” only after collapsing from 
five days of incessant questioning, 
which broke down his resistance. A 
Hungarian police official, who alle- 
gedly was present at the interroga- 
tion, is quoted as saying that the 
Cardinal was confronted with his 
secretary, the Rev. Andreas Zakar, 
a fellow prisoner, who showed the 
effects of torture and told the Car- 
dinal: “I confess now to whatever 
they want.” 


Meanwhile, the communist re- 
gime continues to mobilize Hun- 
garian “public opinion” against 
the Cardinal. Non-Catholic church 
groups including the Calvinists 
ane Lutherans, in Hungary, are 
said to have “approved” the gov- 
ernment’s action. Strict censorship 
prevents any news on the true 
sentiments of the Hungarian people 
from leaving the country. 


The Holy Father is continuing to 
receive expressions of protest and 
pledges of prayers from Catholic 
leaders in scores of countries. On 
the other hand, there have been 
few reports of any official actions 
taken by governments. The British 
House of Commons was told that 
the government, while profoundly 
disapproving of the Cardinal’s ar- 
rest, deems any direct representa- 
tions to Budapest useless. 


Sunday, January 30, will be ob- 
served throughout Canada as “a 
day of prayer for all captives of 
persecution, especially for His Emi- 
nénce Cardinal indszenty of 
Hungary and Archbishop Stepinac 
of Yugoslavia.” 


Among further protests by Ame- 
rican prelates was one by Bishop 
Edmund F, Gibbons of Albany, on 
receipt of which Representative B. 
W. (Pat) Kearney of New York 
sent a letter to the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee demanding “the 
necessary action in protesting the 
arrest of the Cardinal to the Hun- 

arian government.” Bishop Gib- 
oni letter to him said in part:

tablish new facilities, but only to 
supplement existing ones. 

In States where disbursement of 
funds to nonpublic schools is pro- 
hibited, authorize the U. S. Com- 
missioner of Education to withhold 
a proportionate amount for the 
children in these schools and pay 
the amount directly to the schools 
concerned. This is the procedure 
adopted in the Federal School 
Lunch Act of 1945. A safeguard 
in this section is that nonpublic 
schools receiving fonds from the 
Commissioner of Education must 
first have been approved within 
their respective States with regard 
to educational] standards. 

Spend the whole appropriation 
according to a formula which would 
guarantee a school expenditure of 


at least $45 per child yearly in 
each State, and at the same time} 
provide that every State receive: 
at least $5 per child yearly from; 
the Federal government. ) 

The MeMahon-Johnson proposal | 
sets forth explicitly in its preamble 
that parents have a priority right | 
in the education of their children, | 
and that the purpose of Federal | 
school aid is to assist parents in| 
the exercise of this right. ; 

“It is declared to be the policy 
of the United States,” the bill | 
states, “that parents shall be as- 
sisted ... in order that children | 
of elementary and secondary school | 
age may receive an adequate edu-

In introducing his bill, Repre- 
sentative Fogarty declared it to be 
his opinion that the Federal Gov- 
ernment should be concerned with 
the welfare of “all American chil- 
dren in every  Anmierican school. 
public and nonpublic.” 

He anticipated the objection that 
the amount of aid which could go’ 
to parochial school children under | 
his bill—about $3,.000,000—could be | 
seen as a threat to the American 

ublic school system, and answered | 
t as follows: | 

“The argument that any form of | 
aid to nonpublic school pupils is. 
a ‘threat to the American public} 
school system’ simply raises the | 
question: Are nonpublic schools | 
really a part of the nation’s school | 
system? In my opinion, they are. | 
Public schools and _ nonpublic) 
schools are partners—not competi- 
tors—in American education.” |

There Is Something 
Wrong Someplace 


Well, as I said last week, we 
have a situation something like 
that on our hands right now in the 
matter of human nature. We don’t 
haye to be experts to know that 
something’s gone wrong someplace 
with our human machinery. We 
see it in the daily papers: crimes 
of every description, international 
anxieties and jealousies, the con- 
stant fear of war ... And in our 
own person, each of us is aware 
of being under pressure. God 
knows, we want to do the right 
thing, and yet so often we fail. We 
know we're doing wrong, we know 
we shouldn’t be doing it, and still 
we do it, 


In a way, we’re like Tom’s car 
that kept pulling to one side all 
the time, so that the driver had to 
keep a constant pressure on the 
steering wheel to hold it in line 
and keep it from piling up on the 
pavement. 

In the face of these facts, let’s 
not be superficial and try to deny 
that there’s anything wrong with 
human nature, because our own 
inner experience contradicts it. 
We're practically driven to the 
conclusion that somewhere along 
the line our human nature had a 
crackup—and judging from the 
— it must have been pretty 

ad. 


To support that conclusion, we 
have the testimony of the only 
living Being that knows the whole 
story. He’s been in on things from 
the beginning. In fact, He made 
human nature. And He tells us 
in the Bible that human nature 
cracked up almost at the very be- 
ginning in the person of Adam, 
our first parent and the first hu- 
man being ever to commit a sin— 
the Original Sin. 


As a result of that sin, we lost 
the friendship of God and our hu- 
man nature was thrown off bal- 
ance. Largely through a darken- 
ing of our mind and a weakening 
of our will, we’re forever veering 
away from the light and into the 
darkness. 


Is There 
Any Remedy? 


But so far, we’ve been talking

man nature actually is warped, and 
we've arrived at the cause—the 
sin of Adam. The question now 
is whether or not we're helpless.

The 
Council of Oxford in England in 
ance forbade all work on his fes- 
tival. 


Around Bradford, England, and 
other localities, a jubilee is held 
every seventh year on February 
3rd, in joint honor of Saint Blase 
and the fabled Jason of the 
Golden Fleece. Long processions 
are held in the streets. Then at 
night the bonfires are lit. 


Because of the bonfires and 
lighted candles used in ceremonies 
involving Saint Blase, the idea has 
grown in some localities that this 
name is spelled Blaze, or that at 
least there is some sort of pun in- 
tended. This conception is false. 
Devotion to Saint Blase has grown 
in many other countries of Europe, 
where his name does not at all 
sound like the word for fire!

Already at 14 years, Barbara felt herself 
specially urged to consecrate herself to the 
Mother of God. In the school at Gunzburg, 
conducted by the English Sisters, where she 
stayed four years, she deepened her devo- 
tion to Mary. Neither in work, nor service 
nor duties, did she give any cause for dis- 
turbance. Since °43 she had been at home 


again, during which time she had been out- 


standing for her zealous participation in the 
religious life of the parish,

What is to be thought of the apparitions 
and events of Pfaffenhofen? If the first 
apparitions in 1946 were impressive and 
through their contents, especially the prayer 
to the Blessed Trinity, seemed to bear the 
stamp of genuineness, naturally the impres- 
sion of the vivid description of the stigmatiz- 
ation was so convincing that I could hardly 
doubt that supernatural powers were at work 
here. But can this point of view be sub- 
stantiated ? 

It may be said that the impression of the 
personality of the stigmatic is excellent. 
There is no trace of.an hysterical urge to 
make herself the center of attraction and 
put herself on exhibition. On the contrary 
Barbara avoids all visits if possible and pre- 
serves great reserve. She always gives the 
impression of a person sound in body and 
soul. The doctors cannot find a tyace of 
hysteria in her, 

As to the apparitions of the Blessed 
Mother, Father Max Schmid, S.J., of Mun- 
ich-Pullach in a thorough review of the case 
has given a wealth of reasons why they 
should be considered genuine. This scholar 
usually so reserved, who has published a 
large number of books about mysticism and 
unmasked a number of false mystics, in his 
judgment completely backs Barbara. | can 
mention here only a few. 

Father Schmid above all describes the 


+ great reserve of the visionary regarding the 


apparitions and her fear of being deceived, 
and also her refusal to return to the spot. 
Furthermore, in total agreement with the 
Church, he emphasizes the fact that Barbara 
was strongly admonished to prayer and 
penance which could not come from the evil 
one.

Trinity must be of supernatural origin, It 
could not possibly be composed by an ordi- 
nary girl. Let us add that the words of the

Blessed Mother by their very contents could 
not flatter present day men and recommend 
any sweetish sentimental piety. On the 
contrary heavy punishments are threatened, 
and even for the followers of the Heavenly 
Mother great trials, no matter how under- 
standable from a supernatural point of view. 
For only by the prayer and reparation of her 
faithful children can the world be saved. 

To this must be added the deeply impres- 
sive testimony of the stigmatization of Bar- 
bara. The overwhelming impression is that 
the girl was facing most powerful forces 
against which she was completely powerless 
in body and soul. A psychie origin of the 
phenomena appears definitely excluded. Also 
important experts. among them, Father 
Schmid in Munich and the mysticaf theolo- 
gian, spiritual director of a clerical seminary, 
officially appointed by the Diocese of Augs- 
burg, and the Bishop himself face the events 
favorably. Of course this report does not 
wish to anticipate the judgment of the 
Church. 


The importance of the revelation of Pfaff- 
enhofen in my opinion can hardly be exag- 
gerated. It is a strong confirmation of 
Fatima. There Mary demanded and Pope 
Pius XII carried out the world dediceons 
to her Immaculate Heart. Mary said “that 
this dedication for many has become a ter- 
rible responsibility.”. Mary wishes that “this 
dedication be lived,” that hence the message 
of Fatima be treated most seriously. At the 
same time she announced that God’s punish- 
ments are very close, that a gigantic struggle 
between her “sign” and the “star of abyss” 
is at hand. Thus the revelations enter the 
ultimate world perspectives. The Holy Vir- 
gin Mother cannot admonish the world 
enough to cling to her and through her to 
Christ. Only thus can mankind conquer in the 
approaching battle, This dedication to her Im- 
maculate Heart is to draw down those forces 
which are to return peace to the world. “Ful- 
fill my request, that Christ be able to reign 
as king of peace.” The message of the 
Pfaffenhofen here plainiy fuses with the 
great peace message of cen which the 
Pope of Peace, Pius XII, has made his own. 
Hence the message of Pfaffenhofen under- 
scores the revelations of Fatima in 1917 and 
is a renewed warning to Germany and the 
whole world. 

It is indeed a notable experience to kneel 
in the little chapel of Marienfried. The writ- 
er was privileged to be there again during 
Holy Week of 1948, and feels that this tiny 
shrine has an incomprehensible and blissful 
peace, a peace symbolically expressed. Mary 
does indeed bring peace to the nations and 
souls. And that is the thought which over- 
whelmed me in Pfaffenhofen: Here is a 
new call of God given through the mouth 
of the Great Mediatrix of Graces to the dis- 
cordant sinful world, a call that cannot: be 
taken too seriously. Let us pray, Miake 
reparations, dedicate ourselves to the Im- 
maculate Heart of Mary, Mother of God, that 
at last may come what all the world is long- 
ing for, true peace. And let us never ¢ease 
to invoke her who alone can bring us peace, 

Mary, Queen of Peace, pray for us!

(Following is the continuation of an address by Bishop Noll before 
s national convention of the NCCW.) 


Your son and daughter, working with others on the 
factory assembly line or in the office, if they lived their 
faith, would attract others to It. That is the secret of the 
success of the Jocist movement. If our people do not display 
an enthusiasm for their religion at all times, how can they 
expect to convert any one else to it? 

If every Catholic were habitually conscious of his rela- 
tionship to God; of His actual contact with the Holy Spirit 
through membership in Christ’s Mystical Body; if he vividly 
realized what he is by Baptism and Confirmation, he would 
he a real apostle for his faith. How can one have a true 
realization that he is a child of God if he does not live as a 
ehild of Ged? How can orfe who is habitually conscious that 
he is registered in Heaven as a soldier of Christ, and that 
his soul is so indelibly stamped, decline to fight as His 
soldier? If he could convince others that it is possible for 
every man to have the closest possible personal union with 
Christ and with the Holy Spirit through membership in his 
Church, how could they, unless God withheld His grace, re- 
sist becoming interested? 


The greatest mistake we make is to look upon our fel- 
lows in the cities as Protestants, when they are not. Only 
7,000,000 members of Protestant churches live in the cities 
where 20,000,000 of us live. The rest are non-Catholic in- 
differentists. They are indifferent because of one or all of 
three reasons: (1) Because they never knew, and do not 
now know, the simple ABC’s of religion; (2) because they 
place the Catholic Church in the same category with other 
religions, all of which teach discordantly; (3) because of 
the effect on them of the widespread hostility towards the 
Catholic Church. They need prayer; they need explanations; 
and they need your good example. They cannot become en- 
thusiastic while they see that you are not intelligently 
enthusiastic over your religion. If they understood that 
there is not only an accidental, but an essential, difference 


| between the Catholic and all other religions, more ‘would 


want to know why it is so. 


Has it never occurred to you that since Catholics are an 
urban people those who belong to the Protestant sects are 
less subject to the moral hazards than our people are?. In 
all large cities the ratio of marriages to divorces is as low 
as two to one, while in rural districts, where 81% of’ 
Protestants live, the ratio is eleven to one. Protestants 
may be tolerant of divorce, but their young peeple do not 
come in contact with young divorcees in half the proportion 
The taverns and pool rooms and gam- 


Where Catholics, and not where Protestants, live. There- 
fore, I repeat, urban Catholics fraternize chiefly with non- 
Catholic indifferentists rather than with people who hold 
membership in the Protestant churches. 


_ This situation, too little emphasized, makes it impera- 
tive that Catholic mothers cooperate very closely with the 
school by making its moral standards the moral standards 
of the home, if the work of the former is not to be greatly 
nullified. In these days of abnormal juvenile delinquency, 
the home 
are kept mindful of their close relationship to Him, 
and where the principles of the moral law should be both 
Inculeated and lived, no matter how pagan are the practices 
of Social life outside.

For Negro Student

Students At St. Mary’s 
To Give Penny-A-Day; 
Seek National Support 


South Bend, Ind.—The establish- 
ment of a_ student-directed and 
financed scholarship fund for the 
education of a Negro girl was in- 
itiated by a student group at St. 
Mary’s College, Notre Dame, Holy 
Cross, Ind., in a recent student 
convocation. The student body vyot- 
ed overwhelming approval of the 
project, which was presented to 
them by Mary Joan Mackey, a 
senior from Columbus, Ohio. 


The Martin de Porres Student 
Penny-A-Day Scholarship Fund, as 
the project is to be known, is being 
initiated, according to Miss Mac- 
key, as an expression of Catholic 
student opinion on the racial ques- 
tion. As chairman and spokesman 
of the committee, Miss Mackey 
urged the students to emulate the 
admirable example of their college 
president, Sister M. Madeleva, a 
pioneer in the field of inter-racial 
justice. 

In addition to Miss Mackey, the 
committee includes Mary Lou 
O’Connor of Schenectady, N. Y.; 
Ramona Oppenheim, Coldwater, 
Ohio; Helene Preece, Waterloo, 
Iowa; Mary Elizabeth Barr; Blairs- 
ville, Pa.; Patricia Miller, Aurora, 
Ill.; Shirley Krause, Mishawaka, 
Ind.; Martha Ann Stack, Lorain, 
Ohio; Dorothy Murnane, Chicago, 
Iil., and Mary Joanne Bryan, 
Aurora, Il. 

Each student is asked to contri- 
bute one penny a day to a bank 
provided by the committee.

Its purposes, as stated by Father 
Nienaber, are: first, to help new 
converts to adjust themselves to 
their new religion, to introduce 
them to the various parish so- 
cieties, and to continue to deepen 
the Christian way of life in their 
souls; second, to spread the Faith.
